They Say Alaska Does Not Suit Them—

Chicago, Nov. 30.—Four Laplanders, 
survivor-* of a party of fifteen who left 
their native land three years ago with 
500 reindeers which the United States 
government desired to test in Alaska, 
panned through Chicago en route home. 
The four were Jain* Latt, his wife, a 
son of 1 years old. and a daughter, M 
years «4d. Through an InterpreU’r, -Lett 
said that the government’s experiment 
with the reindeer had been unsuecvasfnl 
for several tunaon. n«* said: ^The mnn- 
try did not suit either, u* or the rein¬ 
deer. Jt wa* cold en«*hgh, but It waa 
different in other ways. The deer did 
not get the same things to eat that the? 
did in Lapland. anTthey did not get the 
name treatment.' When we arrived in 
Alaska the deer were distributed, and 
each of us tfent with a certain number 
to 'a certain place. The in«*n who work¬ 
ed with ua did not know the habits of 
the animal*, and could not treat them as 
they should have been handled. I do 
rot know why the e«Hintry proved so 
unhealthy for the laiplander*. Anyhow, 
it killed the most of our party.”
